Since then the workhouse has been a 
madhouse, according to Superintendent 
Johnson. The prisoners’ repeatedly 
fought with Johnson and threatened td 
kill both him and his family. 

Johnson asked that a detachment of 
the National Guard be assigned to help 
him handle the men. He declared 
that the men would have to be shot 
if they escaped from their cells. 

No word has been heard from Mayor 
Phillips. The chief of police had been 
unable to get near the Phillips house 
and did not know whether the mayor 
would be found dead or alive. 

North of Burns avenue, as far as

| While thére may be many deaths in 
individual homes which have been 
without food or drink, there was no 
Place but the workhouse Where any 
considerable number of people were 
held without food. None had had 
enough, but no case approaching ac- 
tual starvation was found. 

Knowledge that: the death list is 
likely to prove so low in the down- 
town section tonight gave rise to a 
hope that even in north Dayton, about 
which nearly all hope had been 
doned, there might be 
few deaths. 

The progress of the first canoe into 
the waterbound district was greeted 
by appeals for bread and water. 
nearly every house left standing wist- 
ful faces were to be seen pressed 
against window panes All people 
were asked whether there had been 
any deaths, and with only a few ex- 
ceptions, replied there had not. Al- 
though heartened by news from the 
flood zone’s interior, Governor (Cox's 
secretary, Mr. Burba, was scarcely able 
to credit the assertion. From his own 
investigations of the southern district 
he was unable to believe that the death 
list would be under 1,500, 

“There are 10,000 unaccounted for on 
this side of the river,’ he said, “and tf 
all but two hundred of these are found, 
it will be the greatest miracle of the 
time.’

been confined to the blocks beyond 
Jefferson and Third streets. 

The 300 guests of the Algonquin ho- 
tel have been kept physically comfort- 
able, though, in the continuous dread 
that the fire would reach them. The 
water reached to the second floor, but 
all supplies had been moved to places 
of safety. 

Reports which had been current in 
the water district south of Main street 
that Adjutant General Wood had been 
fatally injured by falling plate glass, 
proved to be untrue. General Wood 
‘now is in full charge of the relief 
work. Although his arm had been badly 
cut, his condition was not serious. 

Two hundred women and babies 
found refuge in a paint factory in 
north Dayton, where it is believed they 
have suffictent food to keep them from 
acute suffering. An effort is to be 
made at once to rescue them. 

The suburb of Riverdale upto Helena 
street has been penetrated by the 
downtown relief commission, and con- 
ditions found much similar to those in 
the southern suburbs. Everyone has 
been crowded to the second floors or 
roofs of their homes, but few of the 
more stable dwellings were washed 
away. North of Helena street has not 
been reached, but is not believed the 
conditions there will prove as bad as 
had been feared. 

In the Foreign Quarter. 

Nothing !s known of the foreign set- 
tlement in North Dayton, close to the 
Miami! river. It was this part of the 
city where the fiood first made its 
way and where the occupants of the 
houses had ignored warnings to leave 
It was here also that it was feared 
most of the deaths would occur. The 
only body found was that of Charles 
Parker, a liveryman, drowned in the 
courthouse vard. 

Colonel H. G. Catrow arrived with 
his militarv aides from Columbus this 
afternoon and tmmediately took charge 
of the militiamen on duty. At least 
five more companies will be in Dayton 
by tomorrow, according to Colonel Ca- 
trow. Temporary quarters have been 
established at the Huffman avenue 
schoolhouse, 

Governor Cox ordered that no more 
sightseers be permitted in Dayton. 
When Colonel Catrow attempted to 
have railroad coaches of an arriving 
train vacated, many of the passengers 
showed fight and refused to leave. 
Orders were given the trainmen to cut 
off the two rear coaches, and thy 
were left standing on the track. 

Parts of Main street are impassible 
because of debris. At several points it 
is comprised of outbuildings that had 
struck more stable buildings and been 
dashed to pleces. 

Cheerful Spirit of Victims. 

One of the remarkable features was 
the cheerful spirit with which flood 
victims viewed their plight. This was 
Dayton’s first big flood in many years. 
Much of the submerged area had been 
considered safe from high water, but 
as the majority of residents of these 
sections looked out on all sides upon a 
great sweep of muddy, swiftly-moving 
water, they seemed undisturbed. 

In some of the poorer sections the 
attitude of the marooned was not so 
cheerful. As a motorboat passed be- 
neath the second floor of one partly 
submerged house a man leand out and 
threatened to shoot unless they took 
off his wife and a baby tnat had been 
born yesterday. The woman, almost 
dying, was let from a window. by a 
rope and taken to a place of refuge. 

Further on members of a motorboat 
party were startled by shots in the sec- 
ond floor of a house about which 56 feet 
of water swirled. The boat was stop- 
ped and a man peered from a window 
in the house. 

“Why are 
asked.

All patrons in the Beckel hotel, on 
! Main street, are safe. Extensive prep- 
arations were made last night for their 
rescue when the building was threat- 
ened by fire. Police and volunteers 
constructed a bridge over alleys and 
the tops of adjoining buildings to a 
point of safety. 

The flood situation tonight appeared 
brighter than -this . morning. There 
was food for the town’s breakfast and 
dinner left after 6 o’clock tonight, but 
it was believed the many trains of food 
and provisions on the way would 
reach here tomorrow. 

The water receded rapidly today. An 
occasional snow flurry and biting gusts 
of winds added to the discomfort of 
the rescue crews, but they remained 
steadily at work.

| CNCNNATI FEARFUL

River Rising at 
Places and the Worst Flood 
in History Threatened. 


Cincinnati, March 27.—The. Ohio 


‘river has been rising steadily here all 
| day, 


and still is climbing tonight. At 
8 o’clock the gauge showed 60, a rise 
of more than 8 feet since the same 
hour this morning. 

East and west of this city, on the 
the low land has 
been inundated and much damage has 
been done. In the low sections of the 
city many houses have been flooded. 

Across the river at Newport and 
Covington, Ky., similar conditions pre- 
vail, and the police early today took 
the precaution to warn dwellers in the 
low-lying sections of the danger that 
threatened. Larger areas on that side 
of the river are flooded because of the 
greater extent of the low lands and 
also because of Mill creek, which 
flows through both crues. 

Dayton and Ludlow, other Kentucky 
suburbs of this city, also are sufferers 


| from the rising flood and many houses 


are completely under water. No lives 
have been lost in this district. 

The weather bureau here predicts 
that the river will have reached a 
stage of nearly 70 feet by tomorrow 
night, almost as high as it was on 
February 14, 1884, when the gauge 
showed 71 feet, the highest on record. 

Louisville Is Threatened. 

Louisville, Ky., March 27.—The stage 
of the Ohioriver here at 7° o'clock to- 
night was 36.6 feet, a rise of 3 feet in 
the last twelve hours. The rate of the 
rise tonight is .3 feet an hour. 

According to the weather bureau 
stage of 38 or 39 feet will be reached 
by morning, which would carry the 
water overthe cut-offat the east end 
of the city and floéd an area of sev- 
eral square miles, affecting about 
12,000 families. Most of the residents 
of this section have abandoned their 
homes.

Troops Patrol Streets. 

Company F, of the Ohio National 
Guard, from Eaton, Ohio, is patrolling 
the streets of West Dayton. Adjutant 
General Wood today wired Governor 
Cox, asking that militia, either Ohio 
or from any nearby state, be rushed 
here. 

In addition to the militia, members 
of the local police force not caught in 


‘the central flood district and volunteer 


guardsmen are on duty. 

In the West Dayton flood district 
no persen is allowed to enter except 
on a militia pass. 

At the rescue stations the seenes 
enacted tcday were heartrending, anl 
the most pitiful scenes occurred at 
the temporary morgues. At the West 
Dayton morgue frantic crowds watched 
every body brought In, hoping against 
hope that it was not some loved one. 

Men and women became hysterical 
at times while searching for members 
of their families. In addition to refu- 
gee homes, the authorities in each sec- 
tion are maintaining an identificatioa 
®ureau, where all persons cared for 
are registered. Their friends are di- 
rected in their search. 

The food situation was relieved tem- 
porarily by the arrival of a spectal 
train from Richmond, Ind., bringing 
seven cars of provisions. 

Tonight Quartermaster Logan re- 
ceived word from the United States 
army quartermaster general that 300,- 
000 rations had been ordered shipped 
here from Chicago, 100 ranges and one 
complete quartermaster depot from 
Columbus, Ohio, 3,300 tents, 100 hos- 
pital tents and 400 stoves from Phila- 
delphia and 800,000 blankets and 500 
bed sacks from St. Louis or Cincinnati. 
Quartermaster Logan is authorized to

The south end of the 
city is under water, and the police 
rescued residents there in boats. 

In Troy the water front streets are 
supmerged, and there has been con- 
siderable financial loss.

Gossip Caught in Corridors 
Of the National Capitol 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 


Washington, March 27.—(Special.) — Co- 
operation in buying as well as in selling, 
which is part of the “Get-Together and 
Pull-Together” movement for farmers which 
has been under discussion here recently, will 
be taken up at the educational meeting to 
be held in Richmond, Va., next month. 

This meeting, the sixteenth conference for 
education in the south, will be held on April 
15 to 18, and is expected to attract hundreds 
of farmers and business men as well as edu- 
cators, editors, and experts in agricultural 
training. 

Gifford Pinchot, former chief forester, and. 
Charles S. Barrett, presiden: of the Farmers’ 
union, discussed the matter here recently 
with Sir Horace Plunket, the British agri- 
cultural leader. 

The annual yield of agricultural products 
in the south is placed at two and a half 
billion dollars, but the consumer pays twice 
that figure. About one billion goes into the 
hands of middlemen and the rest for farm 
supplies, food, clothing, ete. 

When the farmer goes into debt and is 
forced to plant “‘cash crops,” he loses an ad- 
ditional amount that he might have earned 
by proper diversification. Then there is an 
oppressive burden of interest on borrowed 
money which keps his nose to the grindstone 
and a mortgage on his roof. L, 

After years of study, Professor John Lee 
an expert on questions of farm 
economics and a special agent for the cen- 
sus bureau, has estimated that the ‘farmers 
of this country annually pay $163,000,000 tn 
interest. By improved system of buying and 
marketing, as well as a more favorable credit 
system, he estimates that several billions of 
dollars would be saved to them. 

By co-operative buying the farmers can 
save from 10 to 12 per cent upon their pur- 
chases, he believes. Co-operative stores which 
are conducted in’some parts of the country 
pay their stockholders from 10 tg 20 per cent. 
They buy goods like other merchants and 
sell at regular prices. 

Farmers generally are urged to adopt the 
method of co-operative selling similar to 
that put into effect by the peach-growers of 
Georgia through their organized selling ex- 
change, and by the Eastern Shore of Virginia 
which is the growers’ 
agency for marketing sweet potatoes, Irish 
potatoes, berries, cabbages and onions. 

In brief, the common remedy to be pro- 
posed for most of the farmer’s ills is or- 
ganization and co-operation. It is proposed 
that he market his crops co-operatively; buy 
his goods in the same manner, and borrow 
his money from co-operative credit societies. 
Such a plan, it {s contended, would harm no 
one, and in the long run would benefit all 
classes. By thus adding to the farmer's in- 
come, he will be enabled to spend more on 
the pleasant, as well as on the useful things 


of life; to build better roads, to maintain 
better schools and to make country living 
nore pleasant all-round. 

This in turn would have the effect of 


checking the exodus from farm to city. and 
with the increase in the proportion of coun- 
try population will come in time an increase 
in the amount of food raised, together with 
a corresponding decrease in the cost of liv-. 


ing. If the farmer produces more and spends 
more, the railroads will have a larger ton- 
nage to haul and consequently larger in- 


come, both gross and net. The bankers will 
benefit, because prosperous farmers have 
money to deposit or invest; the manufactur- 
ers, because the southern agriculturist will 
furnish more material to be worked up into 


finished goods, and will also consume more.

The Illinois confnission which has been 
attempting to the primary causes of the 
social evil ie ee Washington, called on 
President Wils nd urged him to call a 
national conference on the subject, conducted 
hearings here and departed for their home. 

Lieutenant Governor Barrett O’Hara, who 
is chairman of the commission, in discussing 
its work, said the problem of removing the 
evil influences that menace the welfare of 
women was a national one.

Since the Illinois commission at the very 
outset of its inquiry hit upon evidence that 
seemed to connect the low wages of women 
with the social evil, this phase of the ques- 
tion has been carefully reviewed. 

A minimum wage scale to be fixed by law 
is one of the things the O'Hara commission 
believes is needed. In nearly all of the 
states this will require a _ constitutional 
amendment. While working to bring this 
about, the anti-vice crusaders wil] also turn 
their attention to securing an amendment to 
the federal constitution, which would permit 
congress to pass a law to apply in all the 
states.

MARAT?

of the French revolution is 
so well known, and the name of Marat is so 
closely linked with its early scenes, that it 
would be useless to spend much space in its 
or in the recital of how the odious 
and repulsive figure was removed aati 
assassination by Charlotte Corday. 

But there is a part to the history of 
Marat about which very little is known, and 
that little contradictory. Who was Marat? 
At the beginning of the rev olution he was 
the idol of the French people, or at least 
that part of them who shrieked through the 
streets of Paris “Vive la Republique.” His- 
tory credits him with having san a Swiss 
by birth, of Calvinistic parents. He led a 
strange, skulking life for five and forty 
years, during the latter part of which he 
was a sort of quack doctor. The great na- 
tional French crisis brought him to the sur- 
face as a journalist and a —, of the 
convention. 

The constant cry of Marat was for blood. 
He literally desired to see every well-dressed 
person put to death. Every day his paper, 
lL, Ami du People, was fillea with clamorous 
demands for slaughter, and the wish of his 
heart was only too well filled. By the time

that the summer of 1793 arrived he was wad- 


ing in the blood of his enemies. It was then 
that the young enthusiastic girl, Charlotte 
Corday, left her native province for Paris, 
to avenge the fate of her friend, Barbaroux, 
and stuck a knife in the heart of Marat 
while he was taking a hot bath. 

But was Marat a Swiss? No one seems 


| 


Sure of that fact. No one seems to know 
exactly whence he came or how he had spent 
his previous life. <A notice in a Glasgow, 
Scotland, paper, four months. before his 
death, made a most startling statement. It 
was as follows: “From an _ investigation 
lately made at Edinburgh, it is said that 
Marat, the celebrated orator of the French 
national convention, the humane, the mild, 
the gentle Marat, is the same person who, 
a few years ago, taught tambourining in 
this city under the name of John White. 
His conduct while he was here was equally 
unprincipled, if not as atrocious, as it has 
been since his elevation to tne legislatorship. 
After contracting debts to a considerable 
amount, he absconded, but was apprehended 
at Newcastle, and brought back to this city, 
where he was imprisoned.” 

This was a brief identification of the man 
from the viewpoint of a Scotch writer. The 
paper further affirmed that he had once 
taught in the academy at Warrington, tn 
which Dr. Priestly was tutor: that he left 
Warrington for Oxford, where, for some 
time, he found means to rob a museum of 
several gold coins and medallions: that he 
was traced to Ireland, apprehended there as 
a German count: brought back’ to Scotland. 
tried, convicted and sentencea to some vears 
of hard’ labor on the Thames. He took a 
final leave of Scotland in the year 1787. It 
is said that while in Scotland he used to call 
his children Marat, which he said was his 
family name. 

There is no doubt that considerable of 
the story published by the Scotch paper Is 
unauthentic, but after the French revolution 
it was authenticated that he had been in 
England in 1774, when he was thirty years 
of age, and in that year he published, in 
English, a huge pamphlet under the title of 
“The Chains of Slavery,” a work wherein 
the clandestine and villainous attempts of 
princes to ruin liberty are pointed out, and 
the dreadful scenés*6f despotism disclosed. 
He later published in England a pamphlet 
on a quack cure for the eyes, which he 
signed “J. P. Marat.” 

This seems to have been a strange career 
for a Swiss adventurer from first to last, 
who became, for a brief space, the most 
powerful man in France. One can imagine, 
however, if the Scottish story be true, and 
there is no doubt a part of it is, what bitter- 
ness would be implanted in such a nature 
by the felon’s brand and the long penal 
servitude, and even by the humiliation of the 
“cessio bonorum,” and how with these expe- 
riences rankling beyond sympathy in the 
wretch’s lonely bosom, he might at length 
come to revel in the destruction of all who 
had deserved better than himself.

FRANCIS BACON

There have been a good many precocious 
boys in history, but few of them got an 
earlier start towards fame than Sir Francis 
Bacon, who spent the latter part -of the six- 
teenth century in prying into the sealed 
vaults of knowledge with a crowbar, and 
dislodging wisdom in great chunks for the 
benefit of posterity. 

Bacon was born in comfortable circum- 
stances in 1561, and twelve years later was 
finishing up his university course in Cam- 
bridge. At fourteen he was a lawyer, and 
at fifteen a member of an embassy to France. 
At twenty-three he was a member of parlia- 
ment, and the same year he wrote a long 
letter of advice to Queen Elizabeth, setting 
her straight on almost everything from love 
to religion. 

From that time Bacon advised everyone 
in England. He was considerable of a 
standpatter, and many an insurgent with a 
new scheme for 
kind, ran into Bacon’s reverberating nine- 
syllabled advice and retired, covered with 
contusions. Bacon usually managed to at- 
tach himself to a court favorite, and in this 
manner accumulated a pension, a rich wife 
and other pleasant souvenirs, but he finally 
guessed wrong and fell in with the Duke of 
Buckingham. At this time he was a judge, 
and when Buckingham mounted the skids 
Bacon was tried for taking presents from 
parties before fis court. He was Arch- 
bolded by the government and had to pay a 
huge fine in addition. 

This made Bacon disgusted with politics, 
and he took up literature and philosophy in 
his Jatter years. He invented a new and 
improved system of reasoning, wrote a large 
number of @remendously learned = essays, 
which are now used principally as sedatives, 
and finally tried to invent a method of pre- 
serving fowls by stuffing them with snow. 
While doing this he caught cold and died,
